No. 10997 - TAKE-OVER of all 
electrical power, petroleum and gas; 
fuel and minerals. 

e. o, No. 10998 - TAKE-OVER of food 
resources and farms (including all equip- 
ment for farming.) 

e. o. No. 10999 - TAKE-OVER of all 
modes of transportation and control of 
highways, seaports, ete. 

e. o. No, 11000 - MOBILIZATION - of 
all civilians into work force under gov- 
ernment supervision. 





e. o. No. 11002 - Designates Postmaster 
General to operate a national registra- 
tion of all persons. 

e. o. No. 11003 - Government to TAKE- 

OVER all airports and aircraft, 

e. o. No. 11004 - Housing and Finance 

Authority to relocate communities— 

build new housing with public funds— 

designate land areas to be abandoned as . 

unsafe - and establish new locations fer 

populations - complete integration will be 
enforced hereby under JFK’s latest: 
exeeutive order against discrimination in 
housing, built with public funds. 

e. o. No. 11005 - Government to TAKE-

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A Judge Speaks Out

Judge R. R. Sischo of the Merced Superior 
Court, California, recently retired, charged 
that the President’s power to issue Executive 
Orders “is fast changing our form of gov- 
ernment into a dictatorship.” 

He challenged readers not to take his or 
anybody’s word for or against this statement, 
but to go to their city or country library and 
read the Executive Orders. 

Executive Orders become the law of the 
land merely by being published in the Federal 
Register. 

“This gives the president unlimited power 
in making laws,” Judge Sischo declares. 
“Executive Orders issued by the President 
@o not require the knowledge or consent of 
Congress, However, former Presidents used 
this power only in emergencies, such as war. 

“All Executive Orders may be read in 
most county and city libraries. So do not 
take anyone’s word for this shocking exer- 
cise of dictatorial power.” 

Judge Sischo then gives the numbers of a 
dozen Executive Orders, together with a brief 
resume of each. 

The judge then says that “In order to show 
the vast power of the President to elimi- 
nate legally constituted agencies, such as 
the Government Patent Board, etc., and to 
create new bureaus, both national and inter- 
national, by merely writing an Executive 
Order and publishing it in the Federal 
Register, one complete Executive Order is 
quoted below:

EXECUTIVE ORDER 10985 

Amendment of Executive Order No. 10501, 
Relating to Safeguarding Official Inform- 
ation in the Interest of the Defense of the 
United States. 

By virtue of the authority vested in me 
by the Constitution and statutes of the 
United States, and as President of the 
United States, and deeming such action 
necessary to the best interest of the national 
security, it is ordered that section 2 of 
Executive Order No. 10501 of November 
5, 1953 as amended by Executive Order 
No. 10901 of January 9, 1961, be, and it is 
hereby, further amended as follows: 

“Section 1, Subsection (a) of section 2 
is amended (1) by deleting from the Ist of 
departments and agencies thereunder the 
Operations Coordinating Board, the Office

“When we read some of the Executive - 


Orders Which the President has published 


in the Federal Register,” Judge Sischo. 


stated, “thus making them the law of the 
land, and in conjunction, read Congressional 
Record, Sept. 26, Public Law No. 87-297

NAACP OFFICIAL WRITES REPORT 


| The most recent development! in the inte- 
gration assault is the publication of a report 
which is, without question, the most sweep- 
ing attack on the separation of the races 
since the Black Monday decision of the 
Supreme Court. It is-the work of a seven- 
man. civilian committee appointed by the 
President in June, 1962 known as “The 
Gesell Report.” Though this report bears the 
name Gesell, it was actually written by 
Nathaniel Colley, a California NAACP 
official. The other members of this committee 
which consists of three negroes and four 
whites, are Whitney Young, Jr. of the Na- 
tional Urban League; Abe Fortas, a lawyer 
who helped Alger Hiss and Harry Dexter 
White to prepare a draft of the U. N. charter; 
John Sengstacke; Gerhard Gesell, the report’s 
namesake, who helped whitewash the Pearl 
Harbor attack Investigation in 1945-46; 
Louis J. Hector, Rhodes Scholar; and Ben- 
jamin Muse. This committee is named, “The 
President's Committee on Equal Opportunity 
in the Armed Forces” and the title of this 
initial report is, “Equality of Treatment and 
Opportunity for Negro Military Personnel 
Stationed Within the United States.” It is 
obvious, from the first page to the last, 
that the true subject is not “‘equality”’ but 
“preferential treatment.”. 

The report was forwarded by the Presi- 
dent to the Secretary of Defense, at the 
Pentagon where indications are it is al- 
ready regarded by the branches of the 


service as “The Bible,” even though it was 


supposedly submitted only as a report and 


nota directive. 


MILITARY DICTATORSHIP 


These are a few of the attitudes and 
recommendations contained in its 93 pages: 


—More recruiting should be directed toward 
Negroes to correct the “insufficient flow” of 
‘Negroes into the services and to iricrease 
the “pitifully small” number of . Negro 
officers, 


—Negroes should he located in jobs through- 
out the services regardless of their individual 
prefereneés in order to have a few every- 
where and in all positions. 


—Promotion Boards should have more Negro 
officers on them because White officers are 
“consciously or unconsciously” discriminating 
against Negroes on promotions. 


—Special Officers should be appointed (with 
bi-racial staffs) on every base to handle all 
complaints of the Negroes. 


—Such complaints are to be “encouraged.” 
—More Negro girls are to be brought on 


“pases for social functions and fewer girls who 


believe in segregation. 


-  —WNegro. hostesses should be considered 


rather than White. 

Military Police patrols used in neighboring 
communities should be integrated. 
Se busses should be boycotted. 
—Base Commanders should appoint bi-racial 
committees in the communities to break down

rated. Promotions should be based on their 
‘initiative’ and “accomplishments” in this 
field: 
—The traditional function of the Base Com- 
mander and Senior Officer to runa military 
establishment and maintain good community 
relations by staying out of local controver- 
sies is misguided and should be stopped. 
They should be encouraged to lead the way 
to full integration. 
—Military personnel should be allowed to 
patronize only those local establishments 
which aré integrated and have the “express 
approval” of the Base Commander. All others 
should be placed off-limits. Approved stores 
should display placards or decals on their 
windows and doors to show they have been 
approved by the military. (This gives the 
Base Commander life-or-death control of the 
economic life of the community and the right 
to subject to military discipline all service- 
men, their wives and children who shop at 
other stores of their own choosing.) 
_-Should all these efforts fail to bring about 
integration, the Services must consider cur- 
tailing or terminating activities at these in- 
stallations. 

This is only a brief summary of some of 
the main points contained in this infamous 
“report.” It brazenly calls down the threat

This bill is 10% dedicated to phony un- 
constitutional “civil rights’ and 90% to 
even more un-constitutional and dangerous 
grants of power to the Executive, Never in 
the history of nations governed by elected 
officials has the Head of State demanded 
such naked and untrammeled power as is 
embodied in this Civil Rights Act of 1963, 
except when such state was upon the verge 
of becoming a Dictatorship. 


SIGNIFICANCE 

This means the end of the Republic, the 
destruction of the Constitutional sovereignty 
of the States which formed it, and direct 
and arbitrary federal control of every 
individual, corporation or association formed 
under state statutes. The authority of the 
state government will be rubbed out. All 
banks, saving institutions and other finan- 
cial institutions and their customers become 
subject to direct presidential authority, and 
the financial life or death of nearly every 
financial institution would be in ‘the hands 
of one man—the President of the U.S.A.
